Senator Brackett in Ballston Spa yes- 
terday explained his suit as follows:

Speeding up Seventh Avenue, William 


ercedes racing car was overtaken and 
Captured last night by Bicycle Police- 
man Casey, whose motor bicycle is capa- 
ble of a speed of fifty miles an hour. The 
French chauffeur flatly refused to go to 
the police station, and only the presence 


made him change his mind. 

The Mercedes, said the chauffeur after 
he got to the station, is incapable of going 
under twenty-five miles an hour when the 
power is turned on. To go slower, the 
chauffeur, Henri de Dailloux, has to turn 
on the power a moment and then turn it 
off quickly. One éough sends the big ma- 
chine about a block. The Mercedes is the 
ear which made the records last year in 
Plorida. 

Casey first saw it last night at Seventh 


Avenue and Forty-fourth Street about 10; 


o'clock. The chauffeur, he said, seemed 
to have no heed for the dodging pedes- 
trians and cabmen. The minute he saw 
the speeding car Casey, who was on his 
wheel but resting against the curb, turned 
on the full power of his motor and went in 
pursuit. Before he could get a good start 
the Mercedes was at Forty-sixth Street. 

Gradually he gained on the racing car. 
Motormen stopped their cars and craned 
their necks after the pursued and pur- 
suer. Over the switches in front of the 
car barn at Fiftieth Street the car and 
the motor cycle flew, but Casey drew 
up steadily. When the Mercedes got to 
Fifty-third Streets where the Sixth Ave- 
nue elevated line runs overhead and two 
trolley tracks on the surface, the officer 
shouted to the chauffeur to stop. The 
Frenchman kept on, and the automobile 
and the motor cycle bumped over the 
troHey tracks, Casey now only a few feet 
behind. 

““Stop!”"’ he shouted. “I'll shoot!” 

This word worked like magic. The chug- 
chug stopped, 
and the big car came to a halt. 

“Why ees eet you stop me?’’ demanded 
the Frenchman. ‘I have ze engagement 
with Meester Vanderbilt.” 

“I stopped you because you're racing 
up the streets at about three times the 
legal rate,’ said Casey. ‘‘ Now come to 
the station with me!”’ 

‘Non, non,” exclaimed De Dailleux, 
“TI have ze engagement at 10 o'clock. I 
cannot go wiz you!”’ 

Casey blew a whistle, and Patrolman 
Wood came up on the run. He got into 
the Mercedes. By this time a crowd had 
gathered, and everybody bacsed up the 
policemen. The chauffeur went to the 
station. 

Casey said afterward that the machine 
made every block in four seconds, or at 
the rate of about forty-five miles an 
hour,

DISASTER AT HIGHBRIDGE

Young Robert Wilson sald last night 
that he would never stray away from 
home again. Early Saturday morning 
when he appeared in the Hell’s Kitchen 


district he shouted to the other boys and 
exhibited 15 cents. 

“T got coin meself,’’ remarked Johnny 
Wood. 

Wood, who is a cripple, leaned on his 
crutches while he reached into his pock- 
ets and produced a ten-cent piece. 

“I got a dime, too,” said George Brad- 
ler, and, acting on Wood's suggestion, 
they went to the pier at Fiftieth Street 
and hired a rowboat, Wood leaving his 
crutches as security. % 

Soon the three boys were drifting up 
the North River with the tide. They 
passed Spuyten Duyvil, and when King’s 
Bridge came in sight the little rowboat 
was rocking and rolling. As it drifted 
beneath High Bridge it was dashed on 
the rocks and wrecked. 

The boys swam to shore with difficulty. 
Exhausted, they lay down for an hour to 
rest. 

“How are we goin’ 
asked Wood finally. 

Young Wilson had a nickel left. 

He gave the other boys the slip, and 
made use of the trolley car transfer sys- 
tem, arriving at his home, 415 West Fifty- 
third Street, late Saturday night. 

In the meantime a general alarm had 
been sent out by the police for the miss- 
ing boys. Then came the news that in 
searching the river the wrecked rowboat 
had been found on the rocks at High 
Bridge. 

Young Wilson told his parents that he 
had not gone out in the boat with the 
other boys. He gaid that to escape a 
thrashing, but he got it just the same for 
remaining away from home all day and 
scaring his parents. 

Wood and Brodler kept wandering 
through the Bronx until midnight, when, 
tired and footsore, they lay down on the 
top of Marble Hill. There they slept until 
Sunday morning. Wood could not go far 
without crutches, so Bradler went forag- 
ing and returned with a loaf of bread, 10 
cents, and information how to reach New 
York. 

Two limbs from a tree were used in 
place of his crutches, and after walking 
Many miles they got into Harlem late 
‘Sunday night. By the time they reached 
Central Park it wes midnight, so they 
camped out beneath an arbor of vines. 

pi morning they again 
took up their tramp. At Sixth Avenue and 
Fitty-eighth Street, Bradier got a job 
running errands for a fruiterer.

Americans, It Is Said, Will Build War- 
ships Costing $65,000,000.

PHILADELPHIA, May 8&.—Eight battle- 
ships and twenty cruisers, armored and 
second class, to cost approximately $65,- 
000,000, will be built for the Russian Gov- 
ernment by American shipbuilders, ac- 
cording to a represertative of the Rus- 
sian Admiralty who arrived in this city 
to-day. This supports the statements in 
recent cablegrams that a large part of 
the work of constructing a new Russian 

navy will come to the United States. 
In speaking of the plans to increase the 
strength of the Russian Navy, the repre- 


sentative of the Russian Admiralty, who 
is at the Bellevue-Stratford, said that 
fifty-four vessels in all, including de- 
stroyers, would be built. He add that 
Charles M. Schwab and other Americans 
would surely obtain the contracts for

SWIFT MISSOURI WINS 
RACE OF BATTLESHIP 


Seven Big Fighting Craft in Eight- 
Hour Dash, 


ALABAMA LEFT FAR ASTERN 


New Ship’s Propellers Out of Order 
and She Comes Here to Dry Dock 
—Fliagship Maine Second. 


Seven of the largest battleships in the 
United States Navy ploughed up the At- 
lantic Ocean in a spirited race for eight 
hours on Saturday. The Missouri was the 
victor, covering 126%, miles in the eight 
hours. The surprise of the race was the 
poor showing made by the new Alabama, 
which from the very start gradually fell 


behind the others until at the end of the | 


race it was more than sixteen miles be- 
hind the winner. 

There is something wrong with the Ala- 
bama’s propellers, and the officers can- 
not diagnose the trouble until the battle- 
ship goes into dry dock. 

The race of Uncle Sam's steelclad fight- 
ers was no cut-and-dried affair, Half an 
hour before it began not half a dozen 
men knew it was to take place. Rear 
Admiral Robley D. Evans, on board his 
flagship, the Maine, saw that the ocean 
was smooth and just right for a speed 
test. He signaled to the Alabama, on 
which Rear Admiral Charles H. 
flies his flag, and to the other boats. 

When this happened the squadron was 
on its way from Pensacola, [la., to 
Hampton Roads, Va. The battleships 
that were in the race were the Missouri, 
the Maine, the Kearsarg2, the Icentucky, 
the lowa, the Massachusetts, and the Ala- 
bama—as fine a lot of ships as could be 
picked from the world's navies. 

The start was made exactly at 10 
o’clock Saturday morning two hundred 
miles south of Cape Henry. Va. For the 
first few minutes all seven seemed to be 
on even terms, but soon the Alabama be- 
gan to drop behind. 

According to Rear Admiral Evans's or- 
ders natural draught was to be used for 
two hours, then forced draught for four 
hours, and natural draught for the two 
hours remaining. 

Half an hour after the race began the 
Missouri gained the lead and did not lose 
it once. When 12 o'clock came she was 
nearly two miles ahead. ‘The flagship 
Maine made a desperate spurt then, and 
began to crawl up on the winner, but 
the Missouri again drew ahead. After 
that the excitement lay in the contest 
between the second and third ships, the 
Maine and the Kearsarge. It wus nip 
and tuck all the afternoon, and when the 
end came at 6 o’clock the Kearsarge was 
a mile behind the Maine. This was the

PHILADELPHIA, May 8.—Fresh from 
en eventful race on the way from Pen- 
sacola, Fla., to Hampton Roads, Va., in 
which she had competed with six other 
vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron, 
the battleship Massachusetts arrived at

She will go into dry dock. 

Although she had been next to the last 
in the race, her officers were elated over 
the excellent showing the veteran of San- 
diago had made against the more recently 
constructed Missouri, Maine, Kearsarge, 
and Kentucky, that kept ahead of her. 

“Tt was a great race,’’ said Capt. H. D. 
Taussig of the Massachusetts. ‘We 
spent hours on the quarterdeck watchin 
throughs our glasses other vessels, wit 
the exception of the old Alabama, forg- 
ing ahead of us. 

“ With the exception of the speedy Mis- 
souri we managed to keep therm all pretty 
well in view. erhaps the most exciting 
feature of the race was the speed contest 
between the Kearsarge and Kentucky, 
which, I believe, are sister ships. 

“It was nip and tuck between these two 
nearly all the time. First the Kearsarge 
would obtain the lead upon the Kentucky, 
but not for long. The latter would take 
a sudden spurt and reel off the knots so 
rapidly that often she would show her 
sister ship on her heels. 

“ Nearly every man, officer, and man- 
of-warsmen alike, kept wagering on the 
two ships, and goodness only knows how 
many wagers were won and lost before 
the race ended. Well, | won something.” 


FERRYBOAT WAS IN PERIL. 


Passengers In Panic When New York 
and Maryland Bump.

One evidence of the syndicate’s success 
was shown yesterday by the odds dis- 
played around the ring. Every one of the | 
inner circle layers posted the same prices. | 
At times a few of the layers changed the 
odds fractionally so as to induce play on | 
certain horses and thus make a “ round ”’ 
book. This was rarely, however. It was 
said yesterday that the situation is this: | 
If the bettor wishes to avail himself of 
the protection that the Metropolitan As- 
sociation affords, he must take what the 
association will give, whether the odds 
are based on the horses’ chances or! 
whether an arbitrary price is set on which 
all of the members have agreed. 

Another kick came from the Belmont 
Park layers yesterday. They say that the 
betting ring is too large. At other tracks, 
with restricted space in the ring, the bet- 
tor is carried along by the jostiing crowd 
and has just about time to fi t his way 
through, money in hand, to the layers’ 
stools, and, once there, he is glad to] 
get his bet down and get out. The layers 
say that when Settors have too much 
opportunity for refiection a large amount 
of money is lost to the ring.

Health has been disin i- 
gent, and, if not always successful in 
checking practices inimical to ‘the pub- 
lic health, has at least succeeded in 
bringing under the penalties of the law 
a@ great many dealers whose competi- 
tion has been destructive of the busi- 
ness for all who have endeavored to 
conduct it honestly and with conscien- 
tious regard for the interests of those 
who depend upon milk for sustenance. 
It is good business policy on the part 
of a reputable dealer to co-operate i) 
every way with the Inspectors of the 
Health Department, and to place such 
checks upon the farmers that the 
chance of deceiving those who desire 
to handle only good milk is reduced to 
a minimum. No dairy should be per- 
mitted to ship milk to New York if 
every precaution of cleanliness and 
care has not been taken. Those who 
handle at retail milk of which they 
know nothing and concerning which 
they are unwilling to take the trouble 
to advise themselves must assume the 
consequences of being the purveyors of 
materig] unfit for the purposes for 
which it is sold. This is no light re- 
sponsibility. In a circular just issued 
by the Health Department for the in- 
formation of dairy farmers it is stated 
that in 1904 more than fifty-six hun- 
dred infants under two years of age 
died in New York as the result of milk 
poisoning. Part of this, undoubtedly, 
was due to the ignorance or careless- 
ness of parents in allowing milk not 
necessarily dangerous when bought to 
become so by lack of proper care. 
Pathogenic bacteria multiply very rap- 
idly in milk when it is kept at atmos- 
pheric temperature in Summer. Against 
carelessness in the nursery it is diffi- 
cult to contend, for the reason that it 
appears to be impossible to punish it, 
whatever its consequences. That the 
dealers have combined to give the pub- 
lic all the protection possible against 
| dangers from causes they can control 
is highly creditable and indicates prog- 
ress toward higher standards of busi- 
ness morality. If the druggists would 
do likewise and combine to put an end 
to fraud and substitution, another ac 
ive cause of infant mortality would be 
checked, 


MOTOR OMNIBUSES. 

From current discussion in the Eng- 
lish technical journals the interesting 
fact is learned that the development of 
the motor ’bus in London has been so 
rapid of late that it has put a complete 
stop to the electrification of street lines 
built for horse traction or other than 
electric propulsion. The experience of 
one London company may be briefly 
summed up as follows: It owns and 
operates a line of motor omnibuses, 
each of which cost $4,000, carries 34 
passengers, travels 700 miles weekly 
on the average, costs to operate, every- 
thing included, $90, and earns $300, 
netting an average of, say, $200 per 
week of profits. This would appear to 
show net profits of $10,400 per annum 
per *bus. If from this a considerable 
and ample allowance was made for re- 
placement, the divisible profits would 
seem to be much better than could be 
expected from anything in the form of 
an investment in a street railroad.

Two Medical York Medical Journal, 
Services Dr. G. FRANK LYDSTON 
protests somewhat im- 
Compared. patiently, not against 
the praise which Japan’s Army Surgeons 
are receiving, but at the frequent intima- 
tions or implications that the American 
representatives of the same service were 
somehow to blame for the wretched con- 
ditions that prevailed with such lamenta- 
ble results in the camps where our sol- 
diers were collected and prepared for par- 
ticipation in the war with Spain. Dr. 
LypsTon does not deny that the condi- 
tions were bad; on the contrary, he de- 
clares that they could hardly have been 
worse. He does deny, however, and very 
!emphatically, that the superiority of the 
| Japanese service is due to the greater 
knowledge, skill, or industry of the Jap- 
anese Army Surgeons. The latter know 
their business, he says, and they perform 
it; our camp troubles arose from the fact 
that the American Surgeons, who also 
knew their business and wanted to per- 
form it, were tightly bound in colls of 
military red tape, and were reduced to 
comparative helplessness by lack of au- 
thority to enforce the rules upon which 
the safety of the soldiers depended. In 
the course of his article Dr. Lypston 
makes some decidedly serious charges 
that, for instance, despite the known in- 
salubrity of Miami in Summer, ‘a certain 
railway and steamship line had influence 
at Washington, with the usual result— 
the camp was established where it would 
be of most benefit to the aforesaid line.” 
He declares that it was unusual for a 
requisition for medical supplies to be hon- 
ored in less than a month after it started 
on its weary way through military chan- 
nels, and he repeatedly refers with ridi- 
cule or indignation to the policy which 
prepared men from the temperate zone 
for service in the tropics by killing them 
through overwork and neglect in a sub- 
tropical region.

$85.20 on the Family. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Permit me to correct an error which 
appeared in the columns of THE NEw 
York Times this morning.

In addition to this 
the United Hebrew Charities has paid the 
rent and has given the family what they 
needed for living expenses. 1 need mere- 
ly mention that since March 25, the date 
of Mrs. Berman's removal, the society 
has given to the family, including the 
services of a caretaker, a total of $85.20.

**Pelorous Jack’’ is the name of an old dol- 
phin which is protected by a special act of the 
New Zealand Legislature. The official procla-

UPHOLDS DEALS IN FUTURES. 


Not Gambling, Supreme Court Finds, 
in Board of Trade Case. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—The Supreme 
Court to-day decided in favor of the 
Board of Trade of Chicago against the C. 
C. Christie Commission Company of Kan- 
sas City and the Kinsey Company of Chi- 
cago, involving the question as to the 
right of the private concerns to use the 
continuous quotations of the board. Jus- 
tice Holmes, delivering the opinion, said 
the cases were instituted to prevent the 
use of the figures by the private houses 
without contracts with the Board of 
Trade. Of dealing in futures he said: 

‘People will endeavor to forecast the 
future and to make agreements according 
to their prophecy. Speculation of this 
kind by competent men is the self-ad- 
justment of society to the probable. Its 
value is well known as a means of avoid- 
| ing or mitigating catastrophes, equalizing 


prices, and providing for periods of want. 

“While the State of Illinois allows the 
charter to stand we cannot believe that 
the pits, merely as places where future 
sales are made, are forbidden by the law. 

“It seems unlikely that the dealings 
which give its character to the great 
market for future sales in this country 
are to be regarded as mere wagers. 

‘‘The board has the right to keep the 
work which it has done, or paid for do- 
ing, to itself.’’

Evangelistic Committee May | 
Make Beginning at City Hall, — 


TO DOT PARKS AND BEACHES 


The Rev. Dr. Laldiaw Says That Be 
fore 1920 New York Will Be 
World’s Largest City. 


“Before 1920 New York will be the 
largest city on earth, ané considering 
conditions now, something ought to be 
done to influence the masses for the bet- 
ter.” 

So said the Rev. Dr. Walter Laidlaw 
at a meeting of the Evangelistic Commit- 
tee of Greater New York, held at the 
residence of James Talcott, at 7 West 
Fifty-seventh Street, yesterday, for the 
purpose of discussing the plans and 
progress of the movement for evangelical 
tent meetings, which are expected to be 
a feature of the city’s parks and beaches 
this Summer. Mr. Talcott’s house was 
specially lent to the committee. 

Dr. Laidlaw addressed the meeting, at 
which representative clergymen of every 
Protestant denomination were present, on 
the subject of the city’s masses and their 
religious condition. He brought out faéts 
with the aid of shaded maps on steréop- 
ticon slides. 

“There are,” said Dr. Laidlaw, “ near 
ly 1,100,000 churchless Protestants in the 
city, according to the survey of the Fed- 
eration of Churches. 

“There: are 11,000 more foreign-born 
persons here than in Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, St. Louis, Boston, and Baltimore put 
together. If the present immigration 
keeps up, in two more years we will 
have more Italians in New York City than 
there are in any city in Italy to-day. 

“Moreover, if every acre of New York 
City is as thickly populated as the pres- 
ent foreign quarter to the south and east 
of Fourteenth Street, Manhattan will hold 
as many people as the entire population 
of the United States with half the Fiull- 
pinos thrown in.” 

Dr. Laidlaw’s address was intended to 
demonstrate how much the city needed 
the evangelical campaign which is being 
planned, and also to show the committee 
that will have charge of the work some 
thing of the religious geography of the 
city. 

The primary purpose of the meeting was 
to elect a permanent Chairman of the 
Evangelical Committee. A. J. Pitkin, 
President of the American Locomotive 
| Shops, was unanimously elected. Mr. ‘Pit- 
kin was connected with the evangelical 
movement in Philadelphia. 

John H. Converse, representing the 
Evangelical Committee of the Presbyte- 
rian Church in Philadelphia, spoke briefly 
on the great success of a similar movee 
ment which is now one of the main feat- 
ures of Christian teaching in that city. 

‘“‘It has become so important,’’ said Mr. 
Converse, who has done much of the ex- 
ecutive work necessary to the success of 
the scheme in Philadelphia, ‘“‘that we 
would as soon think of closing our 
churches as stopping our tent work.” 

Dr, Wilbert W. White of the Bible 
Teachers’ Training School, 541 Lexington 
Avenue, is Chairman of the Executive 
Committee here. In his report last night 
he said that the tents which the commit- 
tee proposed to use in the evangelical 
campaign would cost about $3,000 each. 
He said that they already had more than 
$2,000 cash, with pledges of about $6,000 
more from churches of various denomina- 
tions.

This was a part of the chorus of the | 
German version of ‘‘ The Star-Spangled 
Banner” which was sung at a spirited 
Kommers last night at the Terrace Gar- 


rade up Fifth Avenue, to celebrate the 
Schiller centenary. And they sang it as 
loudly and as gleefully as ever Germans | 
sang ‘‘ Die Wacht am Rhein.” 

The parade itself was a fine torch-| 


| light procession, containing 6,000 members 


of the German societies in Greater New 
York, with flaming flambeaux, flying 
banners, and bands a-playing. It formed 
the main feature of last night’s pro-| 
gramme for the three-day celebration ot | 


| the Schiller centenary that will come to} 


a climax and finish to-night, the anniyer- | 


sary day of the great poet’s death. 

It was followed by indoor festivities in 
a dozen places. Principal among these 
were a luncheon and reception given at 
the Savoy by the arrangement commit- 
teé to the guegts of honor who had viewed 
the parade from the balcony of that hotel 
and the ‘‘Kommers.”’ In that there par- 
ticipated 1,200 members of the United 
German Societies of the City of New 
York. 

The parade formed at Forty-second 
Street and Fifth Avenue, and marched 
from there past the Hotel Savoy to Sev- 
enty-second Street, then to Madison Ave- 
nue, and down to Sixty-second Street, 
where disbandment took place. 

Irom the balcony that runs along the 
second floor of the Savoy Fifth Avenue 
seemed to have been turned into a stream 
of fire, for fully one-third of the paraders | 


carried torches. The flags and banners | 


} and standards in endless numbers belong- 


ing to the 200 and odd societies that had 
sent delegations were massed together in 
groups at the head of each one of the ten 
divisions, producing a more striking effect 
‘than if they had been strung out along 
the line. Nearly two score of bands fur- 
nished the music—too much music, in 
fact, for at times two bands followed 
within fifty feet of each other. 

After a squad of mounted police rode the 
Grand Marshal, Carl Stolberg, with his 
two adjutants, August Kah and C. Al- 
brecht. They were followed by members 
of the Parade Committee in carriages. 
The first division, headed by Marshal 
Heinrich Pfeiffer, contained German vet- 
erans. The most observed and most ap- 
plauded feature of the parade came in 
the second division, headed by Marshal | 
Edward Bergmann, and including mem- 
bers of the Low German Festive Society 
and the Harlem Independent Rifle Corps. 
_It consisted of a splendid float symbo- 
lizing ‘“‘The Camp of Wallenstein,” or 
the first part of Schiller’s famous drama- 
tic trilogy ‘‘ Wallenstein.’”’ There was 
only one more float in the parade. It 
was furnished by the Murray Hill Swab- 
ian Society, which formed part of the 
Fourth Division, and illustrated Schiller’s 
poem ‘‘ The Bell."’ 

The Third Division was made up en- 
tirely of members of the New York Turn 
Society, headed by Marshal Karl Ebetsch. 
Members of some thirty singing societies 
in the Fourth Division, headed 
by Marshal Herman Hadermann. The 
Fifth Division was made up of rifle clubs, 
and was led by Marshal Theodore Baur- 
henn. Marshal Karl Neu led the next 
division, composed of members of a dozen 
‘ Volksfest-Vereine.”” The last four di- 
visions, containing members of many s8o0- 
cieties, were headed by Marshals G. A, 
Winter, August Hoebermann, Paul Huhn, 
Albert Scharschmidt. It took the: 
arade forty minutes to pass the review- 


jing point.

CELEBRATE AT BERLIN. 


Honor for Schiller in All Parts of the 
German Empire. 


BERLIN, May &—Reports reached Ber- 
lin to-night from all parts of the empire 
of .enthusiastic celebrations of the cente- 
nary of Frederick von Schiller’s death. 
Most of the cities held preliminary cele- 
brations this evening. The more formal 


| observances will be to-morrow. The chief 


meeting in Berlin this evening was in the 
hall of the Philharmonie, which was 
packed to its fullest capacity. 

Prof. Burbach gave an address and Lud- 
wig Fulda read a eulogistic poem on 
Schiller. Prof. Siegfried Ochs, with the 
Philharmonic chorus, rendered Schil- 
jer’'s ‘“‘Hymn of Joy” from Beethoven's 
Ninth Symphony. The Royal Hochschule 
for Music also held a celebration with a 
musical programme. Several other large 
meetings were held. 

The Faculty and friends of the Charlot- 
tenburg Technical Institute held a cele- 
bration ‘which was not attended by stu- 
dents, who, owing to disciplinary differ- 
ences with the Faculty, celebrated with a 
great kommers in a brewery. There were 
2,500 persons present. 

Meetings were held in Dresden, Leipsic, 
Munich, Stuttgart, Mannheim, and many 
other cities. The Stuttgart Council vot- 
ed money for a Schiller monument. 

The newspaper everywhere in Germany 
print articles eulogizing Schiller or givin 
a history of events and persons connecte 
with the poet. 

A Schiller exhibition has been opened 
in Berlin, showing furniture and other 
articles used by the poet.

Testifies in Brooklyn Against 
Stephen O’Brien. | 


GETS SIX MONTHS HIMSELF | 


Abbott, Arrested 30 or 40 Times, Says 
He Was Defended Each Time | 
by Luke D. Stapleton. 


Stephen O’Brien, who wag referred to 
in a charge made by Judge Aspinall to 
the Kings County Grand Jury last month 
as one of the leaders in the policy busi- 
ness in Brooklyn, was placed on trial 
yesterday in the Kings County Court. 
The first witness against O’Brien was 
Charles Abbott, who pleaded guilty to 
policy playing a couple of weeks ago and 
was sentenced to serve six months in the 
penitentiary. 

When Abbott was called to the stand 
he said that he was employed by O’Brien 
fiftoen years ago as a “lookout,” at a 
salary of $6 a week. Four months later 
O’Brien had employed him as a sheet 
writer and gave him $12 a week. Since 
then his salary had been the same. When 
O’Brien first employed him, he said, it 
was agreed that if Abbott were arrested 
in connection with the policy business 
O’Brien would get bail for him and em- 
ploy counsel for his defense. He had been 
arrested thirty or forty times. 

“Did O’Brien’ get a lawyer for you 
every time?’’ asked District -.ttorney 
Clarke. 

‘Yes, Sir, every time,” answered the 
witness; ‘it was the same atiorney.”’ 

‘Who was the attorney?” 

‘* Luke D. Stapleton.” 

Mr. Stapleton is defending O’Brien. 

Abbott said further that two years ago 
the New York policy headquarters were 


transferred from 42 Bowery, Manhattan, 
to 139 High Street, where O'Brien's estab- 
lishment was maintained. 

“The police chased them up, so they 
thought Brooklyn would be a safer place 
to do business,”’ he said. 

William Warren and John M. Master, 
both of whom are serving sentences tor 
policy playing, corroborated Abbott. The 
case will be continued to-day. | 


MURPHY MAY CAUSE SPLIT. 


Threats to Punish Senators Not Taken 
Seriously, However. 


If Charles F. Murphy should attempt to 
carry out his threat to punish Senators 
Fitzgerald, Foley, Riordan, Martin, and 
Hawkins for their action in voting against 
the Eighty-cent Gas bill, the prediction is 
being made by some Tammany politicians 
that there will be a break between him 
and Timothy D. Sullivan, and possibly an 
alliance between Sullivan and McCarren 
to control the next City Convention. 

Senators Fitzgerald and Riordan are 
both followers of Sullivan, Senator Martin 
is a brother of James J. Martin, who has 
always been a rival of Murphy in the af- 
fairs of the Democratic organization, and 
Senator Hawkins represents the Bronx, 
which is controlled by Borough President 
Haffen, between whom and Murphy no 
love is lost. The only one of the five 
Senators, therefore, against whom Mur- 
phy could exercise any great amount of 
influence is Senator Foley, who repre- 


sents the district of which Commissioner 
Oakley is the leader. 

But Tammany men do not take Leader 
Murphy’s threats very seriously The 
five Senators have denied that they had 
any personal instructions from Murphy 
as to how they should vote. Mr. Murphy 
says he gave the instructions to Senator 
Grady, but Senator Grady did not hint in 
the debate on the gas bills that the Tam- 
many Senators who refused to follow his 
leadership were disobeying the orders of 
their organization. 

State Chairman Odell is to return about 
June 1. He and Gov. Higgins, it is said, 
will endeavor to name a State Lighting 
Commission which can be relied upon to 
reduce the price of gas in New York 
City, and thus give Odely the issue on 
which he expects to win the municipal 
campaign.

FORMER GREAT TENOR DEAD. 


Rubini Was Famous as 


Singer and Teacher. 


Edoardo Rubini Synfen Jervis, known 
generally as Edoardo Rubini, musician 
and composer, died Sunday at 115 West 
One Hundred and Sixth Street. He was 
born in Rome sixty-three years ago, He 
studied under Thalberg and Moscheles, 
and was successively first tenor at the 
Ttalian opera, St. Petersburg; first tenor 
at the Grand Opera, Paris; musical direct- 
or of the same institution, and principal 
professor of singing at the London Acad- 
emy.

WITNESS IN CONTEMPT 
IN TOBACCO INQUIRY 


Hale’s Refusal to Answer Tem- 
porarily Halts Investigation. 


~~ 


ARREST AND FINE ORDERED 


Habeas Corpus Writ Will Be Argued 
This Week and Power of In- 
quisitors Decided. 


Upon his persistent refusal to answer 
questions asked him by the Federal Grand 
Jury in the investigation of the Tobacco 
Trust, Edwin F. Hale, Secretary and 
Treasurer of the McAndrews & Forbes 
Company, was yesterday morning ad- 
judged guilty of contempt by Judge La- 
combe, sitting in the United States Circuit 
Court. He was fined and the Marshal 
was ordered to take him into custody. 

While the order was signed and entered 
it was, by agreement of counsel, held in 
abeyance pending the taking out of a writ 
of habeas corpus by Mr. Hale's attor- 
neys returnable before the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. The writ will 
be argued this week. 

If the writ is upheld Mr. Hale need 
answer no questions about the company 
which employs him or about its relations 
to the trust. If the writ is dismissed he 
must produce the books of his company, 
show its contracts, and all correspondence 
and memoranda relating to its operation 
or go to jail. If Mr. Hale cannot be forced 
to answer questions or produce document- 
ary evidence neither can other officials 
and employes of the trust now under in- 
vestigation by the Department of Justice. 

The Federal Grand Jury reported its 
presentment charging Mr. Hale with con- 
tempt of court shortly after Judge La- 
combe ascended the bench yesterday 
morning. The presentment, which was 
handed in by Foreman Thomas M. Fol- 
som, gave the history of the jury’s deal- 
ings with Mr. Hale, reciting that he was 
served with a subpoena duces tecum on 
April 28, which required him to appear on 
May 2 ‘to testify and give evidence in a 
certain action now pending and undeter- 
mined in the Circuit Court of the United 
States for the Southern District of New 
York between the United States of Amer- 
ica and the McAndrews & Forbes Com- 


| pany on the part of the United States,” 


and to bring with him “all understand- 
ings, agreements, arrangements, or con- 
tracts, whether evidenced by correspond- 
ence, memoranda, formal agreements, or 
other writings between the McAndrews & 
Forbes Company from the date of its or- 
ganization and the J. D. Young Company, 
J. D. Lewis, the American Licorice Com- 
pany, the National Licorice Company, 
Melser & Ritterhouse, and the Stamford 
Manufacturing Company.” 

These concerns are all engaged in the 
manufacture of licorice used by the 
plants of the Tobacco Trust engaged in 
the manufacture of chewing tobacco. The 
subpoena also called for the statement of 
accounts between these firms, the McAn- 
drews & Forbes Company supposedly be- 
ing the head of the trust’s licorice depart- 
ment. Also the subpoena demanded all 
letters received by Mr. Hale’s company 
from the following manufacturers of 
chewing tobacco: 

Strater Brothers, Monarch Tobacco 
Company, and H. 8S. Martin Tobacco Com- 
pany, Louisville, Ky.; Day and Night To- 
bacco Company and B. O. Eshleby & Co., 
Cincinnati, Ohio; Frischmuth Brothers & 

o., Philadelphia; R. A. Patterson & Co., 
Larus & Brother Company, and United 
States Tobacco Company, Richmond, Va.; 
P. Lorillard Company, Jersey City; R. J. 
Reynolds & Co., Winston, N. C., and the 
P. H. Mayo Company, Richmond, Va. 

When Mr. Hale appeared he did not pro- 
duce the books. He also declined to an- 
swer certain questions on two grounds— 
first, that there was no legal warrant for 
his examination, and, second, that ony 
answers he might make would tend to in- 
criminate him. One question which he re- 
fused to answer was: 

“Is there any agreement or arrange- 
ment between the American Tobacco 
Company and the McAndrews & Forbes 
Company in relation to the trade or busi- 
ness in licorice, licorice paste, or licorice 
mass, affecting the business between the 
several States of the United States?” 

Until the writ of habeas corpus is re- 
turned the investigation will necessarily 
come to a halt, Much information gath- 


ered from independent sources is already 
in the hands of Henry W. Taft, who is in 
charge of the investigation. His associate, 
Felix H. Levy, has visited all the larger 
cities in the North and Middle West and 
has learned about all there is to learn 
from this source. 


WON’T LET THEATRE OPEN. 


McAdoo Refuses Permit to Nassau— 
Hammerstein Wins. 


Police Commissioner McAdoo announced 
yesterday that he had issued orders for- 
bidding the opening of the Nassau The- 
atre at Pearl and Willoughby Streets, 
Brooklyn, last night. The Commissioner 
refused a license to this place, which for- 
merly was known as Watson's ‘“ Cosy 
Corner,”’ on May 1, until after he had 
completed his investigation, but permitted 
the house to keep open. 

The Commissioner said that he had 
found that disorderly persons congregated 
in the rathskeller connected with the play- 
house. He said that both Mr. Watson 
and Mr. Hammerstein, the present pro- 


prietor of the place, were in the room 
promae of the place, were in the room, 
ut that he did not know whether or not 
they knew about conditions there. The 
present proprietor of the playhouse is a 
son of Oscar Hammerstein.

BLIND CITY EMPLOYE 


Some Rules Higher Than Those 
of Civil Service, He Says: 


LAWYERS SUPPORT THE BILL 


Civil Service Reform Association Op- 
poses It—Arguments Heard by Mc- 
Clellan on Yale Pension Bill. 


Civil service legislation occupied most 
of the time which Mayor McClelan yester- 
day devoted to hearings on bills which 
have come before him from Albany. The 
first bill was one permitting the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, with the 
recommendation of the Finance Depart- 
ment, to pension James Brice, who, on 
Saturday last, completed his thirty-eighth 
year in the office of the City Chamberlain. 
He is sixty-four years old, has become to- 
tally blind in the service, and is o.wuer- 
wise incapacitated. 

‘ Half a dozen lawyers backed up the 
plea of Deputy Chamberlain John Camp- 
bell, who appeared in favor of the meas- 
ure. All of them told of Brice’s worth 
and of his record. Mr. Campbell said 
that for many years, under the fee sys- 
tem, Mr. Brice handled from $3,000,000 to 
$8,000,000 a year, and that his accounts 
had invariably been correct, also that a 
system of bookkeeping devised by him 
had been adopted by every financial de- 
partment in the State. Secretary Elliot 
H. Goodwin of the Civil Service Reform 
Association alone opposed the measure, 


declaring that it violated the principles of 
civil service. 

“Well, putting aside your stern sense 
of duty for the moment,” broke in Mayor 
McClellan, ‘don't you think the city 
should do something for this faithful 
servant, or do you hold that he should be 
turned out to starve now t he is in- 
copes S and blind?” 

Mr. win said he could not answer 
the question, but that if the Mayor should 
approve the measure he would have to 
refer the whole matter to the Law Com- 
mittee of his organization, which in turn 
would communicate with the Governor. 
The Mayor indicated his intention of sign- 
ing the bill. 

“We civil service reformers,’ he said, 
smiling, ‘‘sometimes must forget duty 
and remember that we have red blood in 
our veins, else we might violate rules 
even higher than those of the civil serv- 
ice."’ 

Later in the day the Mayor heard the 
arguments for and against the Yale bill 
to provide a city retirement fund for the 
benefit of — employes specified as en- 
titled to pensions. solutions in op 
sition were presented by the Civil Servic 
Reform Association and by the Board of 
Trade and Transportation.
